CONGRESSIONAL FORECAST. 


What Oar Rcpreientatlvc* at Washington 


are Expected to Do this We«k. 


VVABHlXflTON, March *3.— The failure 


of the senate thus fur to act upon the 
questions involved in the Dupont case, 
and on the conference report on the 
Cuban resolutions, retains them in line 
as unfinished .business ior the coming 
week. The senate's attitude towards 
the Cuban resolutions has been ma- 
terially affected by the joint resolu- 
tion offered at the close of Friday 
night's session by Mr. Morgan. It is 
understood that he will press his joint 
resolution to a vote, if for no other 
purpose than to put the .senate on rec- 
ord. 


The legislative aud judicial appro- 


priation bill, which is in charge of Mr. 
Cullom, will lie culled up at the first 
opportunity. The provision changing 
the compensation of United States 
marshals and district attorneys from 
fees to salaries will doubtless cause de- 
bate, but otherwise there is little in 
the bill that should precipitate discus- 
sion. 


The bill to approve the compromise 


made between the United States ami 
the state of Arkansas holds its place 
as the unfinished business, but Mr. 
Berry has not pressed it. 


Beyond to-day, which, under the 


rules, i.s to be devoted to the considera- 
tion of business reported by the com- 
mittee on affairs of the District of Co- 
lumbia. there is no programme of 
business arranged for the* house of 
representatives this week. Chairman 
B.xbcock says he will not have enough 
business to cngago the attention of 
the house for :in entire session unless 
some wholly unexpected opposition to 
some oue of the measures on the cal- 
endar from his committee should de- 
velop. 


The naval appropriation bill, owing 


to differences in the committee having 
it in charge, mainly over the appropri- 
ations for battleships and for dry 
docks has not been fully completed, 
and it is not expected to be reported 
before the latter end of the week 
That had been depended on by the 
managers to occupy most of the time 
beginning Tuesday, and they have 
nothing of large importance to take its 
place. Two minor pension bills of a 
general nature are on the calendar 
and an opportunity will doubtless be 
afforded to pressthem to passage. 


The committee on ways and means 


has before it for discussion and action 
at its meeting Tuesday, the "filled 
cheese'' bill, reported from the sub- 
committee last week. Those particu- 
larly interested in its progress believe 
that the full committee can agree upon 
a report that day. Should that be 
done, the bill will doubtless be taken 
up a day or two later. It will be vig- 
orously fought in the house, and a 
long debate is certain to ensue when- 
ever it docs come up.

Activity on the Streets of Junean— Mor- 


dered for Her Gold Dalt. 


POBT TOWNBEND, Wash., March 23. — 


Officers of the steamer Alki, which ar- 
rived from Ala.sk! Saturday afternoon, 
report that the streets of Juneau pre- 
sent the appearance of a typical boom 
mining outlet. Every business house 
and dwelling is occupied, and hundreds 
of miners are camping in the streets 
waiting for the time for going to the 
Yukon. It is now apparent that scores 
of men who have gone north from Cal- 
ifornia and Puget Sound will never 
reach the mining district on account 
of lack of funds. 
Many are already 


stranded at Juneau and Sitka, and can 
get no further.

PHYLLOXERA DISAPPEARS. 


Nfeton Now Doe* V> tint Men HaT« Long 


Tried In \ ala to Do. 


Nature is doing^ for California vine- 


yardists what they long and fruitlessly 
tried to do for themselves. 
It is re- 


ported from many localities that the 
phylloxera, the most serious pest that, 
has ever attacked the vines, is dying- 
out. 
Tho experts have tried every 


remedy to stay the progress of this 
pest, bat without avail, and six years 
ago thi vineyordists of the Sonoma and 
Napa vaJIeys plowed up all their vines 
and replanted the ground with resist- 
ant stuck. The experts believed that 
all non-repistaut vines were doomed 
to destruction by the phylloxera. But 
report; hnve recently come to the state 
inspector of orchard pests that a ma- 
terial falling1 off in the ravages of the 
pest h:\s been noticed for some time. 
Vines 3nce affected by it are now al- 
most free. 
The inspector has begun 


a thorough investigation of the pleas- 
ing phenomena. He thinks some nat- 
ural enemy of the pest has appeared 
or that acme deadly disease has at- 
tacked tbe phylloxera and is extermin- 
ating Ib. Whatever is the cause, the re- 
sult w 11 mean great gain for the vine- 
yardisi s.

There is a tree of Colombia, tie 


Khopala odorata, of the order Protea- 
ceae, which presents, says an article 
quoted in Current Literature, a most 
remarkable power of resistance to fire, 
Irj the districtof Eoliinaitiscustomary 
every year, during the dry season, to 
set fire to the plains in order to de- 
stroy all the dry viecds that, during 
rains, might interfere with the growth 
ol the young and tender vegetation. 
This periodical conflagration naturally 
produces the mos,t disastrous effects 
upon the trees, which gradually disap- 
pear without being replaced, bince it. 
is difficult for an old tree to resist, 
find still more BO for a voting shoot 
of one or two ycnj-s. 
A single tree 


forms tin exception, and that is the one 
(ibove mentioned—the Ilhopala. Small, 
distorted and scraggy, and having a 
wild and desolate appearance, this tree 
not only does not suffer from the fire, 
but derives profit therefrom. It grad- 
ually establishes itself in localities 
nbandoned by other trees nnd installs 
itself therein. We ha\c here a very 
typical case of a survival of the fittest. 
It, alone capable of resisting fire, wit- 
nesses the disappearance of its rivals, 
and is seen to gradually encroach upon 
nn always more extended domain. Its 
resistance to fire is due to its bark. The 
external portion of the latter, more 
than than half an inch thick and 
formed of dead cells and flhers, acts 
like a protective jacket with respect 
to the more central and living parts, 
nnd this assures its triumph In its 
stiuggle for existence against fue.

Elephant* Annually- 


One-fifth of the -world's commerce in. 


ivory comes to Great Britain, and it will 
astonish most people, says Answers, 
to leam that 15,000 elephants have to he 
killed every year to keep OUT markets 
supplied with the precious substance, 
Altogether, to keep the whole world in 
ivory—apart from fossil tusks—75,000 
elephants are slaughtered annually. 


Africa is tho fjreativory country; and 


in the Congo basin, the best hunting 
ground, there are supposed to be about 
200,000 elephants, worth altogether 
about £, 500,000. 
The average weight 


of ivory obtained from a. single ele- 
phant is about 50 pounds. 
Tusks 


weighing about 100 pounds each have 
been procured, bnl this is very rare. 


The most expensive tusks are those 


used 
in the manufacture of billiard 


balls; they cost, as a rule, £110 a 100- 
weight. 


frory dust and shavings are used by 


confectioners to stiffen the more ex- 
pensive kinds of jellies. The scraping-3 
are often burnt and made into a paint 
known as "ivory black," worth about 
£20 a ton. 


The hardest of all ivory is that ob-

"When you put a postage stamp on 


an envelope," said a, precise man to his 
ton, "you should put it on square and 


I true, in the upper rig-ht-iiand corner, 


I and as near as possible to the marg-am 
1 of the envelope. Yon put it on at the 
right-hand corner for the convenience 
of the stampers in the post, ojlice, so 
that it may be uniform in lot-ain'ti with 
the stamps on other emelopi's and so 
more con\eniently nnd expaditiou&lv 
tt.'imped; 3-011 should study the comfort 
of others ns well .13 jourself. 
You 


should put it as rear as, possible to the 
corner, so that the canceling stamp 
will be less likely to deface and so per- 
haps to obscure the address on the en- 
velope. 


"You should put it on squai c and true 


because that is the methodical and 
proper vtay to do. Many persons arc 
disturbed by the 
appearance of a 


stamp put on in a careless and slipshod 
manner. And I cajj easily imagine that 
such a practice mig-ht work positive in- 
jury to you. 
You mig-ht ha,ve occasion 


to-write to a man on a matter of business 
that was of impoitance to you. You 
mig-ht compose and write this letter 
•with faithful care and set forth what 
you lind' to say with 
commendable 


clearness and precision, and yet upset 
it all by slapping on a stnmpcarelessly; 
the recipient might judg-e you by the 
one slight act done naturally rather 
than by the studied work done with a 
purpose. 


"My son, don't do it; put the stamp on 


where it belongs, so that the little touch 
of color will grace the envelope nnd not 
deface it."

On April 6 next a year will have passed 


since the murder of Blanche Lamout, 
cud 3'ct Tlu-odo'e Durrajit, who was 
convicted of her murder last November, 
is btill in the county jail at San Fran- 
cisco awaiting the final action of the 
supreme court in the case. Immediate- 
ly alter Durrant's conviction an appeal 
i\as taken, but the cnieias not been 
presented to the supreme court, owing 
to requests made foi additional time 
by both sides.

Meanwhile the prisoner is 
spending his time tit the county jail 
much the same as the rest of the in- 
mates. He has few visitors, and de- 
votes much of hfs time to reading-and 
writing. He has written a history of 
his life, and lately he is said to have be- 
gun the study of law.

Much to Do wltli Animals. 


Superintendent Sol Stephan, of the 


Cincmuati Zoo, lias made all sorlf. oi 
curious discoveries iu the habite arid 
characteristics of anima.ls, the lalest 
of which, says the Enquirer, is that 
wild creatures are mostly left-handed. 
Mr. Stephan has been endeavoring- to 
verify this observation °n two parrots 
lately broug-ht from Mexico. He found 
that in grasping- a finger offered as a 
perch, the parrots almost always put 
the left foot forward. 


Usually the finger thus offered is that 


of the rig-ht hand. But vhen tbc Jefl 
finger is offered to the parrots, thev 
put forward the right foot. There 13, 
however, apparently a small residuum 
of preference for the left foot. This 
seemB to be due to tlic fact that men 
are usually right-handed and offer the 
right hand to the parrot. 


The left foot is the one naturally put 


forward by the parrot in this case, an^l 
throug-h repetition ol this action a 
species of left-footediiess is induced. 
Mr. Stephau's general conclusion IK 
that there is no evidence that the patrol 
is nnturaJly left-footed. 


The appearance of that lefWooted- 


ness is due entirely to the fact that 
those who offer the finger or food to 
parrots do so. as a rule, with the right 
hand. Repetition of Ibis process makes 
the paj-rot more or less left-handed in 
time.

THE SHIPPING OF ANIMALS. 


CaUle « Oocon Vo;sa;«i to H«NWIT* th* 


B«t of C«r« and Attention. 


Tbe improvement in the arrange* 


men?6 made for tlie protection of ani- 
mals during: tbe voyage across the At- 
lantic are said by Mr. Tennon, printipaJ 
ot the animals division of the board ot 
agriculture, to have fairly kept pace 
with the increase of tie trade. During 
the early days, according- to the London 
N«vrs, the losses, owing1 to tempestuous 
weather, bad ventilation and other 
causes, were oftan of a very serious 
character, and in some cases resulted 
in the destruction of the entire living 
cargo. As experience VT;IS gained, how- 
ever, aa improreinent took place, and 
since the year 1SB9, when the losses 
among cnttlc amounted to no less Uvin 


of every thousand that were em- 


barked, there has been a steady de- 
crease in tie mortalit3r amonp; this class 
of animals, until, in 1S93, it wns v«- 
rlnccd to three per thousand, and dur- 
ing- the yertr 1894 to five j>cr thousand. 
Sheep are at al] times bad travelers 
when compared with cattle, the losses 
among them during- a long journey be- 
ing almost always large, aiitl during 
the five years in questio.ii the average 
losses amounted to 23 per thousand. 
Notwithstanding the fact, 
however, 


tliat the importation during 1S94 in- 
creased nearly eight-fold, ajid leaped 
up to upward of 400.000, rite losses dur- 
ing the past j'car only amounted 1o 17 
per thousand.
